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General  Information 


Program  of  Continuing 
Education 

The  Program  of  Continuing  Education 
offers  an  extensive  range  of  under- 
graduate courses  during  the  late  after- 
noon, evening  and  Saturday  morning 
hours  each  Spring  and  Fall  semester, 
as  well  as  day  and  evening  courses 
during  two  intensive  Summer  Ses- 
sions. 

The  Program  is  specifically  designed 
to  encourage  part-time  educational 
studies  for  self-enrichment  or  profes- 
sional advancement.  The  emphasis  of 
the  Program  is  to  provide  adult  stu- 
dents with  the  opportunity  to  succeed 
in  one  or  two  courses  at  a time,  as  well 
as  a chance  to  attend  college  while 
holding  a job  or  having  other  respon- 
sibilities which  make  it  difficult  to  at- 
tend college  on  a full-time  basis. 

Off-Campus  Program 

When  it  became  apparent  that  num- 
bers of  students  in  neighboring  cities 
and  towns  were  interested  in  pro- 
grams offered  by  Continuing  Educa- 
tion, an  Off-Campus  Program  was  es- 
tablished. In  1973  five  courses  were 
offered  at  one  Off-Campus  location. 
The  program  grew  rapidly  and  this 
semester,  over  350  undergraduate  and 
graduate  courses  w ill  be  offered  at 
more  than  twenty  Off-Campus  centers 
throughout  the  Greater  Metropolitan 
Area. 

Input  from  local  communities  con- 
tinues to  be  important  to  the  Program. 
Presently  we  are  working  coopera- 
tively in  programs  with  community 
schools,  elementary  and  secondary 
schools,  community  colleges,  hospi- 
tals, governmental  agencies,  business, 
industry,  as  well  as  with  community 
and  professional  groups.  We  will  ex- 
pand these  cooperative  efforts  in  the 
coming  year,  as  we  continue  to  look 
for  opportunities  to  provide  educa- 
tional resources  to  the  people  and  the 
communities  we  serve.

Advising

Auditing 

If  you  are  interested  in  registering  for 
a credit  course  but  are  not  interested 
in  receiving  academic  credit,  you  may 
audit  the  course.  Students  auditing  a 


course  are  expected  to  attend  class 
regularly,  to  take  part  in  all  aspects  of 
class  work,  but  are  not  required  to 
write  term  papers,  or  take  exam- 
inations. Register  during  the  Walk-In 
registration  period  and  pay  auditing 
fees  ($28.00  per  credit  hour).  Any  stu- 
dent wishing  to  change  from  credit  to 
audit  or  vice  versa  MUST  do  so 
through  the  "Change  of  Registration 
procedure  in  the  Office  of  Continuing 
Education.  Students  may  not  change 
from  credit  to  audit  or  vice  versa  after 
the  third  class  meeting.

The  program  direc- 
tor and  graduate  committee  of  the 
various  Master’s  and  C.A.G.S.  pro- 
grams are  free  to  develop  their  own 
policies  regarding  grades  of  incom- 
plete and  will  consider  each  student's 
case  individually. 

Grades  - Incomplete 
(Undergraduates) 

INC  (incomplete)  may  be  given  when 
all  the  requirements  of  the  course 
have  not  been  completed;  however, 
the  student  must,  in  the  judgment  of 
the  instructor,  have  already  success- 
fully completed  a substantial  part  of 
the  requirements.  In  order  to  receive  a 
grade  in  a course  with  an  INC  (incom- 
plete), the  student  shall  make  ar- 
rangements directly  with  the  instruc- 
tor. It  is  the  student's  responsibility  to 
contact  the  instructor. 


ALL  INCOMPLETES  MUST  BE 
MADE  UP  BY  THE  EIGHTH 
WEEK  OF  THE  SEMESTER  IM- 
MEDIATELY FOLLOWING  THE 
SEMESTER  IN  WHICH  THE  IN- 
COMPLETE WAS  RECEIVED.  If 
this  requirement  is  not  fulfilled,  the 
designation  of  incomplete  becomes  a 
final  grade  of  0.0.  A grade  can  never 
be  removed  from  the  transcript. 


Office  Hours:  Faculty 

The  faculty  of  the  Program  of  Con- 
tinuing Education  come  from  the  Bos- 
ton State  faculty,  from  neighboring 
colleges  and  universities  and  from  the 
business  and  professional  community. 
Each  faculty  member  will  determine 
his  or  her  own  office  hours  and  will 
inform  students  of  the  time  and  place. 
The  Continuing  Education  Office  will 
not  give  out  faculty  addresses  or  tele- 
phone numbers  under  any  circum- 
stances. 

Student  Classification 

Students  may  register  for  courses  in 
the  Program  of  Continuing  Education 
under  two  basic  categories: 

UNCLASSIFIED  (Nondegree 
Candidates):  Students  may  register 
for  courses  as  unclassified  students 
if  they  have  not  applied  for  admis- 
sion to  an  undergraduate  or 
graduate  degree  program.  Registra- 
tion in  course  work  is  equivalent  to 
admission  to  the  Program  of  Con- 
tinuing Education  as  an  Un- 
classified student. 

MATRICULATED  (Accepted  De- 
gree Candidates):  Students  who 
have  applied  and  been  formally  ad- 
mitted to  an  undergraduate  or 
graduate  degree  program  register  as 
matriculated  students.  Graduate 
students  interested  in  applying  for 
matriculation  should  follow  proce- 
dures listed  in  the  Graduate  catalog; 
undergraduate  students  should 
schedule  an  appointment  with  a 
counselor  in  the  Office  of  Continu- 
ing Education  before  applying  for 
matriculation.  Although  it  is  not  al- 
ways required,  many  prospective 
degree  candidates  who  have  been 
away  from  formal  accredited  study 
for  a lengthy  period  of  time  have 
found  it  beneficial  to  complete  15 
credits  of  course  work  prior  to  ap- 
plying for  acceptance  into  a degree 
program.  Undergraduate  students 
may  matriculate  and  pursue  a de- 
gree through  the  Program  of  Con- 
tinuing Education  in  most  of  the  ac- 
ademic programs  offered  at  the  Col- 
lege. However,  certain  programs 
requiring  specialized  course  and 
field  work  or  clinical  supervision 
are  available  only  through  the  Day 
Division.  It  is  suggested  that  under- 
graduates interested  in  applying  for 
matriculation  talk  with  a counselor 
to  discuss  academic  degree  re- 
quirements, transfer  credit,  credit 
by  examination  opportunities  and 
the  selection  of  a beneficial  pro- 
gram of  study. 


Student  I.D.’s 

I.D.  Cards  are  required  of  all  students 
and  will  be  requested  for  the  use  of  the 
library  and  other  college  facilities. 
Photos  will  be  taken  at  the  Boston 
Campus  during  Walk-In  registration 
and  during  the  first  week  of  classes. 
The  price  is  $1.50  and  should  be  in- 
cluded with  your  tuition  and  fees  at 
the  time  of  registration.  Students  pos- 
sessing a valid  1978-79  Boston  State 
College  I.D.  need  not  purchase  a new 
I.D.  at  this  time. 


Transcripts 

Transcripts  may  be  requested  in  per- 
son in  the  Accounting  Office,  Room 
108  Administration  Building,  or 
through  the  mail,  and  must  be  pre- 
paid. Transcripts  may  be  obtained 
upon  request  at  the  rate  of  $1.00  each. 
No  telephone  requests  will  be  hon- 
ored. When  ordering  transcripts 
through  the  mail,  please  supply  the 
following  information:  name,  date  of 
birth,  dates  of  attendance,  maiden 
name  (if  applicable)  and  where  you 
would  like  the  transcript(s)  sent.  Mail 
requests  should  be  sent  to:

Transcript  requests  will  be  processed 
according  to  the  guidelines  listed  be- 
low: 

1.  One  week  for  mail  and  in-person 
requests. 

2.  If  current  semester’s  grades  are  re- 
quired, this  must  be  indicated  on 
the  request  form.  These  requests 
will  be  honored  within  two  (2) 
weeks  of  the  time  the  semester 
grade  reports  are  mailed  out. 


Transferring  Credits  To 
Another  Institution 

If  you  are  presently  enrolled  in  a de- 
gree program  at  another  college  or 
university  and  you  wish  to  transfer 
credit  to  that  program  for  courses 
taken  at  Boston  State,  obtain  approval 
of  your  “home”  institution  before  reg- 
istering for  courses  here.  Written  au- 
thorization from  your  “home”  institu- 
tion to  attend  courses  at  Boston  State 
College  is  not  required  by  our  office. 
An  official  Transcript  may  be  ob- 
tained according  to  the  policy  listed 
under  “Transcripts.” 


Veterans  Information 

V.A.  Benefits 

The  following  Veterans  Administra- 
tion Benefits  are  available  to  those 
eligible  veterans  who  are  matriculated 
in  a Degree  program:  1)  monthly  edu- 
cational allowance,  2)  tutorial  assis- 
tance, 3)  education  loans  and  4) 
Veteran-student  work  study  program.

Transfer  Students  — 
Undergraduate 

Transfer  credit  is  awarded  only  for 
grades  of  2.0  or  better  obtained  in 
courses  taken  at  accredited  institu- 
tions and  pertinent  to  programs 
offered  at  Boston  State  College. 
Undergraduate  students  transferring 
to  Boston  State  through  the  Program 
of  Continuing  Education  should  sub- 
mit official  transcripts  from  each  in- 
stitution attended.  Foreign  transfer 
students  must  submit  foreign  college 
transcripts  to  the  International  Re- 
search Foundation,  PO.  Box  24679, 
Los  Angeles,  California  90024  for 
evaluation.  After  a student  requests  a 
transcript  evaluation,  records  of  tran- 
scripts evaluated  at  Boston  State  and 
in  California  will  be  available  to  stu- 
dents in  the  Office  of  the  Program  of 
Continuing  Education. 


Mass.  Veterans  Tuition  Exemption 

In  order  to  be  eligible  for  tuition 
exemption  in  the  Program  of  Continu- 
ing Education,  a student  must: 

1)  Be  a resident  of  Massachusetts, 
whose  service  time  is  credited  to 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts, 

2)  Have  served  in  any  branch  of  the 
Armed  Forces  for  at  least  90 
days  Active  Duty, 

3)  Have  received  a discharge  other 
than  dishonorable, 

4)  Be  no  longer  eligible  for  the  Fed- 
eral Veterans  Administration 
Educational  Benefits,  by  reason 
of  a)  being  past  the  10  year  de- 
liminating  date,  or  b)  having 
exhausted  all  of  the  months  of 
entitlement. 
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General  Information 


Evening  Undergraduate 
College 

Boston  State  College,  through  the 
Evening  Undergraduate  College,  of- 
fers a variety  of  complete  under- 
graduate degree  programs  during  the 
evening  hours  for  full-time  students. 
Classes  in  the  Evening  Undergraduate 
College  are  held  during  the  hours  of 
4:00-10:00  p.m.,  Monday  through 
Thursday.  Since  most  classes  meet 
only  once  a week,  it  is  possible  to 
carry  a full  course  load  of  12  credits  by 
attending  only  two  nights  a week. 

All  students  who  wish  to  attend  the 
Evening  Undergraduate  College  must 
submit  a completed  State  College  ap- 
plication and  provide  the  college  with 
appropriate  additional  materials.  Only 
students  who  have  been  accepted  to 
Boston  State  College  may  enroll  in 
classes  offered  by  the  Evening  Un- 
dergraduate College. 

Tuition  for  full-time  students  who  are 
Massachusetts  residents  is  $250.00 
per  semester,  plus  college  fees.  The 
course  load  for  full-time  evening  stu- 
dents is  four  courses  per  semester. 

If  you  are  interested  in  becoming  a 
full-time  student  at  Boston  State  Col- 
lege, but  cannot  attend  classes  during 
the  day,  contact  the  Evening  Under- 
graduate College  Office  for  additional 
information.

Withdrawal  from  a Course 
During  the  Semester 

Students  withdrawing  from  a course 
up  to  the  mid-term  of  the  semester  will 
receive  no  indication  of  attendance  in 
that  course  on  their  academic  record. 
Students  who  withdraw  from  a course 
after  the  mid-term  of  the  semester  will 
have  one  of  the  following  (qualifica- 
tions) posted  by  the  faculty  to  their 
academic  record  with  respect  to  that 
course: 

UNDERGRADUATES: 

W - indicates  withdrawal  with 
no  specification. 
GRADUATES: 

WP  - Withdrawn  Passing:  indi- 
cates student  was  perform- 
ing satisfactorily  at  the 
time  of  withdrawal. 

WE  - Withdrawn  Failing:  indi- 
cates student  was  perform- 
ing unsatisfactorily  at  the 
time  of  withdrawal. 

NOTE:  None  of  the  above  qualifica- 
tions are  computed  in  the 
student’s  Grade  Point  Aver- 
age. 


Undergraduate  Degree 
Requirements 

Once  a student  has  applied  and  been 
accepted  as  a matriculated  student  in 
a degree  program,  the  degree  re- 
quirements of  that  program  must  be 
met.  Degree  candidates  must  com- 
plete a major  and  a minor  concentra- 
tion. A major  concentration  requires 
completion  of  30-36  semester  hours  as 
specified  by  the  department;  the 
minor  concentration  consists  of  18-21 
semester  hours  as  specified  by  the  de- 
partment. In  addition,  the  General 
Education  requirements  specified  in 
the  undergraduate  catalog  must  be 
specified.  Transfer  students  must 
complete  at  least  thirty  semester 
hours  at  Boston  State  College  to  be 
awarded  a degree.  Department  chair- 
persons must  be  consulted  to  deter- 
mine the  applicability  of  advanced 
transfer  courses. 

Undergraduate  Admission 
to  Graduate  Courses 

Undergraduate  admission  to  9000- 
level  graduate  courses  requires  writ- 
ten permission.  Students  may  contact 
the  Program  of  Continuing  Education 
for  assistance. 


A student  wishing  to  withdraw  from  a 
course  must  complete  the  appropriate 
forms  available  in  the  Office  of  Con- 
tinuing Education.  Failure  to  attend 
classes  or  merely  giving  notice  to  an 
instructor  is  not  considered  an  official 
withdrawal.  Students  wishing  to  with- 
draw from  courses  given  at  Off- 
Campus  location  should  call  the  Off- 
Campus  Program  at  731-4012.

the  College. 

NO  refund  shall  be  permitted  for 
teacher  vouchers  presented  after  reg- 
istration.

Refunds  of  tuition  are  made  to  eligible 
students  as  follows:

NO  refunds  are  made  after  the  fourth

If  a student  initially  paid  with 
MASTER  CHARGE  or  VISA  (Bank 
Americard)  the  refund  must  be  re- 
turned as  a credit  to  the  student’s 
MASTER  CHARGE  or  VISA  (Bank 
Americard)  account  based  upon  the 
above  schedule.
